Powers’ Attorney To 
Ask Change Of Venue 


With applicants for appointment 
as official motor vehicle inspection 
stations and their places of busi­ 
ness now being inspected 
by 
the 
Pennsylvania state highway patrol, 
Benjamin G. Eynon, commissioner 
of motor vehicles, today explained 
the safeguards the vehicle code has 
erected to insure competent inspec­ 
tion. 
The secretary of revenue has the 
authority to suspend the certificate 
of appointment of any station not 
making proper inspections or con­ 
ducting its business improperly. In 
either event the station may be re­ 
quired to surrender its certificate 
and all other forms of the depart­ 
ment of revenue. 
Display of any 
‘• 'rn indicating an official inspection 
station is forbidden unless a cer­ 
tificate of appointment 
has 
been 
issued. 
Display Cards 
Official stations are required 
to 
display conspicuously their certifi­ 
cates of appointment. 
The sale or 
giving away of 
official 
inspection 
stickers without an inspection of a 
motor vehicle having been made Is 
expressly forbidden. 
Stickers and 
report forms will be serially num­ 
bered and padded in combination 
The sticker placed on a vehicle will 
bear the same serial number as the 
report form submitted for that car. 
Stations will be required to make 
a report on every car presented for 
inspection. If the necessary repairs 
and adjustments are not made or if 
the owfner attempts to delay the in­ 
spection. stations will be required 
to make a report and attach to it 
the unused sticker. 
In the event of an accident due 
to the negligent manner in which 
the station performed its duty there 
is the possibility of civil action for 
damages by the person injured. If 
an official station does not perform 
ail of its duties as required by law, 
the owner or proprietor is subject to 
a fine of $25 and costs of prose­ 
cution upon summary conviction 
before a magistrate,

The Arendtsville firemen extended 
themselves to save the Charles Tay­ 
lor home which stands across an 
alley from the building which burn­ 
ed and from a large wooden shed 
which formerly housed, Warren’s 
garage. The roof of the Taylor 
home was on fire several times, but 
firemen played chemicals on the 
roof and succeeded in saving that 
property. 
Fire's Origin Unknown 
The origin of this fire is unde­ 
termined. Mr. Raffensperger’s plant 
has been running at capacity for 
some time boiling apple butter and 
making cider. Power for the fruit 
press was furnished by a steam en­ 
gine. The late Mr. Warren, who was 
a blacksmith in Arendtsville for 40 
years, 
was

father-in-law. 
In the shop at the Kimple home, 
there was a bake oven, chopping 
mill and other machinery and tools. 
Mr. Kimple told members of the 
fire company he did not know how 
the fire started. 
The gable end of an outbuilding, 
adjoining the Kimple home, caught 
Are. but the blaze was extinguished 
with chemicals which the A-en1ts- 
vllle 
company 
used 
exclusively 
there. 
Daniel Mickley, chief of the Cash­ 
town fire company, which was called 
as well as the Arendtsville company, 
had his hands severely burned in 
fighting the blaze at the Kimple 
home. 
Lack of water made the 
work of the flre-flghters doubly dif­ 
ficult.

Not far from the boycott order 
was a cartoon clipped from the 
Chinese 
Journal, 
a daily paper, 
which prints columns of war news 
in Chinese characters. 
The picture showed a Japanese 
soldier with uplifted revolver about 
to bring it down on the head of a 
Chinese he clutched by the throat. 
The caption read: 
’’Countrymen, get up and kill all 
Japanese.” 
Bulletin Attracts Thousands 
To the bulletin board came crowds 
of excited 
Orientals. Some were 
children with United States history 
books under their arms; 
others. 
Americanized youths in tan shoes, 
derby hats and business suits from 
Fifth avenue. 
But the majority were old men 
who had lived years in a strange 
land without making the slightest 
change in their garb, language or 
customs 
They shuffled up in slippers and 
loose-fitting black jackets that re­ 
semble American pajamas. 
They read the boycott order and 
grinned their approval. Then a jab­ 
bering chorus of squeaky voices re­ 
newed the talk of “war. war, war," 
that echoes twenty-four hours a day 
through the narrow lanes that are 
Chinatown.
